Reserves, 30th Regiment, Comprising Gettysburg, 
Adams County Troops, Had Brilliant Record of Heroism in Civil War 


Transferred to Gettys­ 
burg at Their Re­ 
quest in Order to 
Defend Their Homes 
During Battle Here. 


£ MANY CASUALTIES 
IN ENGAGEMENTS

ll/H E N President Lincoln issued 
" his call for troops on April 15, 
1861, “In order to suppress combi­ 
nations and cause the laws to be 
executed,'’ Adams County gave a 
prompt response to the call. Com­ 
pany E, of which something 
has 
been said in these columns in a 
former narrative, was the first to 
respond to 
the call 
for a three- 
months' service. This was followed 
by Company K, the subject of this 
narrative. 
By an act or the legislature of 
Pennsylvania, approved by Gover­ 
nor Andrew G. Curtin on May 15, 
1861, authority was granted for the 
formation of 15 regiments: 13 of in­ 
fantry, one of cavalry and one of 
artillery. These were primarily for 
the defense of the state, 
but, if 
needed, for the defense of the na­ 
tional government.

ranks of 
Company K 
were soon 
filled to the maximum by volun­ 
teers from all parts of the county, 
end on June 7, rendezvoused at Get­ 
tysburg. 
Officers were chosen as 
follows: Edward McPherson, cap­ 
tain; J. Finley Bailey, first lieuten­ 
ant, and J. J. Herron, second lieu­ 
tenant. 
On Saturday, June 8, the 
company went 
by train to Camp 
Wayne, at West Chester. Pa , where 
It was organized under the com­ 
mand of Captain H. M. McIntyre, 
as a part of the reserve corps and 
mustered into the service for a term 
of three years.

After muster into state service, 
progress made by the company in 
drill was so marked that Colonel R 
Bruce Roberts, who was appointed 
commander of the reserve corps, se­ 
lected the Adams county unit as 
company B, of the regiment. This 
assignment was over-ruled by Gen­ 
et a1 McClellan when the regiment 
reached Washington, and the des­
